AN  UNUSUAL  DEVICE 
By  Edward  C.  Briggs 

On  the  majority  of  all  coins,  we  see 
images  of  great  leaders  devices  represent- 
ing our  ideals  or  the  scene  of  some  great 
historic  event.  The  coin  which  I write  about, 
howeer,  is  none  such.  The  engraving  which 
it  bears  is  no  great  leader,  no  place  where 
much  history  was  made,  and  I hope  it  is  not 
a symbol  ot  our  ideals!  The  main  design  is 
devoted  to  ...  a coffin.  This  unusual  item 
is  one  of  the  series  of  hard-t:mes  tokens 
issued  by  individual  merchants  during  the 
Civil  War  period.  This  piece  was  issued  by 
J.  J.  Diehl,  an  undertaker,  of  1 33  Essex 
Street,  New  York  City.  It  is  dated  1 863 
and  made  from  copper.  It  is  truly  one  of 
my  most  interesting  pieces.
